RESULTS OF COMMUNITY CLUB 
ACTIVITIES^. 


Mr. J. D. McIntyre just returned 
from the Advance-Rumely Thresher 
company’s dealer school at LaPorte. 
He states that he spewf'Ampst pro¬ 
fitable and pleasant two weeks as the 
guest of the OilPull company. ' We 
will let him tell his o^n story: 

On arriving at LaPorte, we regis¬ 
tered and were assigned to rooms with 
private families in town giving a lit¬ 
tle' touch of home life which only a 
stranger in a strange land knows how 
to appreciate. 

The school # was run much like a 
large university with regular lectures 
and laboratory classes running from 
8:00 in the morning until 5:00 at 
night. Lectures were given by some 
of the best engineer's in the automo 
tive industry— After the lectures we 
would put on our “overalls” and go 
into the laboratory and work on the 
machines. There was an enthusiastir J 
group of men working on motors 
tr ansmissions, running tractors, - etc. 
We had altogether, some 250 dealer' 
from all over the United States am 
Canada. 

One man, a Mr. Rosenius, came all 
the way. from Stockholm, Sweden, to 
attend the school. He represents a 
company in Stockholm which handles 
the Rumely Line in Scandinavia, Rus¬ 
sia and Poland. 

We mgde a trip through the entire 
plant, spending a half day in the Oil - 
Pull and the shme amount of time in 
the Separator factory. Believe me. 
it is a whale of a plant. The factory 
alone covers 85 acres and employs 
■over 2,000- men. Everything is well 
organized and .things sure do run 
through in a systematic, thorough 
way. 

The spirit within the Advance 
Rumely organization is another thing 
that impressed us. There is a strong 
sense of loyalty prevailing through¬ 
out the whole works which nytkes 
the organization seem like- one big 
family. 

Another instance of tills spirit is 
shown in the Advance-Rumely club 
which is made up of the Rumely 
workers. They have a two-story brick 
building which they turned over to the 
dealers. We spent many pleasant 
hours in the writing rlom, reading 
room and billiard rooms, which were 
so kindly put at out disposal.

I K the average man would keep a 
detailed, expense account for a 
month showing every trifling expen¬ 
diture, tie would, find that, without 
missing anything worth while, he 
could have made some very good 
deposits in the bank—safeguards for 
the future—material for business 
progress. 


While attending the Alberta Dairy 
convention held in Edmonton recently 
the fact of tuberculosis among Jairy 
cows was very forcibly and indelibly 
printed on my mind. 

1 We, as dairy and stockmen, should 
wake up to the fact that we are our 
brother’s keeper in this matter and 
! work out some solution to rid our 
fiords of this disease. 

We don’t realize the harm milk 
from tubercular cows will do to the 
human family. 

A > oung calf from a dam or site af¬ 
fected with tuberculosis is* not affect¬ 
ed with the disease at birth, but if al¬ 
lowed tq tak£ milk from its tubercul¬ 
ar mother it will also become affected 
’this has been pi oven by taking sev¬ 
eral calves that were free from tuber- 
j culosis and placing them in a clean 
paddock ami feeding them milk from 
cows affected with the disease. Af¬ 
ter a few weeks’ testrSfcs calves alt 
"proved to he'affectex^Tne- same as 
their mothers? There is no, reason 
why the human family will notVon- 
tract tuberculosis through the con 
sumption of . this prodpet fiom the 
cow. As a rule, ^11 butter, cream and 
milk is- consumed in the raw state, so 
therefore, if affected with the tuber¬ 
cular germ, the human family is liable 
to contract the disease. 

.Not many weeks ago one herd of 16 
dairy cows, a few miles out of the! 
i city of Calgary, Was tested for tuber¬ 
culosis and out of the 16, 14 were 

I found to he tubercular. The milk 
from this,, herd, was being consumed 
"by innocent .children and grown-ups 
I who were unaware of the disaster it 
I might bring to them, 
j I might say that there is far mon- 
danger of becoming diseased through 
[the consumption of the milk than the 
consumption .of the meat of a tuber¬ 
cular animal as the tremendous heat 
while cooking destroys the germ. 

The experimental farm at Strath¬ 
more, east of Calgary, has the near¬ 
est accredited he yd in Albei ta, and 1 
believe Dr. Thom. Hayes, of Carstairs 
is second. 

Farmers contemplating gojng in 
for dairy farming would do well to 
.buy cows tested for tuberculosis and 
have the test made before you pur¬ 
chase with the understanding that if 
you have a reaction in sixty days you 
are to be remunerated for the loss. 

What i^ .the solution to rid our 
dairy herds of this dreaded disease ? 
The government will make the test 
for anyone desirous of ridding their 
herds of the disease by applying to 
the Veterinary Director-General, Ot¬ 
tawa. A’ form will be sent to fill in 
and returned to Ottawa and a govern¬ 
ment veterinaiy will be instructed to 
test your cows, free of charge I am 
informed, but you must furnish the 
necessary transportation between the 
railway station and your farm during 
the test. 

While .the convention was in session 
a resolution was passed to have the 
disease stamped out- in five years. At 
present there are a number of breed¬ 
ers who are taking steps to have 
their herds placed on the accredited 
list. There is some advantage in hav¬ 
ing our herds put on the accredited 
list as from such a herd may be ship¬ 
ped males or females to any part of 
the U.S.A., or anywhere without a 
tubercular test. No cattle, beef or 
dairy cows are allowed to cross the 
line in or out of Canada today with¬ 
out first passing the tubercular test, 
unless from accredited herds. If your 
herds are on the accredited list, a cer¬ 
tificate that the animals a re'from an 
accredited herd will be accepted in 
place of a tubercular test certificate, 
thus getting rid of the delay and the 
uncertainty of special test for the ex¬ 
port trade. 

A list of accredited hen's will be 
issued from time to time by the 
Health of Animals branch of the De¬ 
partment of Agricultuie. Persons 
(desiring to buy cattle free from tub 
leiculosis will do well to buy from a” 
herd-known to be frreTiom the dis¬ 
ease. For the past three months I 
have been trying to purchase pure¬ 
bred cows free from tuberculosis, but 
find it haul to locale such cows with 
a guarantee with them. Milk ajid all 
products produced from an accredited 
(herd can be freely consumed without 
danger of infection. 

In the United States today the ac¬ 
credited herd is in evidence, hundreds 
of herds are on the accredited list am! 
those who own such hen's have con¬ 
siderable advantage over their com¬ 
petitors who arc not so foitum.tc as 
to be on such a list. Why not we in 
Canada line up with this system ? If 
we follow up testing our herds am! 
they have passed two annual or three 
semi-annual' tests without a‘reaction 
in the herd, your herd will he placed 
on the accredited list. Certificates 
will be granted to accredited herds 
enabling the owner to ship to all jfarts 
of the United States or Canada with¬ 
out testing for tuberculosis.-
